In Scripture we 
find false doctrine being taught by a 
woman. Dealing with doctrine Is for¬ 
bidden to women (I Tim. 2:12). In I 
Timothy 4:1-3 we find that apostasy 
will be brought In through false teach¬ 
ing In the ranks of Cod's people. The 
meaning of the parable, therefore. Is 
that the true doctrine of the meal 
given for the nourishment of the soul

objective. It is to be hoped that the 
objective so felicitously stated by the 
President a few days ago may he 
translated into action. These were his 
words. 

The social objective. 1 should say. 
remains just what it was, which is 
to do what any honest government of 
any country would do—to try to in¬ 
crease the security and the happiness 
of a larger number of people in all 
occupations of life and in all parts 
of the country: to give them more of 
the good things of life; to give them 
a greater distribution not only of 
wealth in the narrow terms, hut of 
wealth in tire wider terms; to give 
them places to go in the summer time 
—recreation; to give them assurance 


the tilings we want and need, and 
(hat we can translate the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence Into terms 
which lil tlie age in which we live 
and thus lie worthy of the men who 
drew it. 

The llrst count of the present day 
indictment would lie that we are per¬ 
mitting one of tlie Hues! instrumen¬ 
talities of our national life, public 
education, to fall short of its best.

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TRANSLATING THE DECLA¬

The members of the Continental 
Congress who signed the Declaration 
of Independence knew wltnt they 
wanted and used words in expressing 
their wants which could he under¬ 
stood by king and commoner alike. 

Have you rend the Declaration of 
Indejiendeneo recently? It wns not a 
Fourth of July oration. It was a 
serious document signed by serious 
men who pledged their lives, their 
fortunes, and their sacred honor in 
support of tlielr statement, and who 
knew that if it failed they would 
hong, when mid if caught. 

Do we know what we want? One 
great [pessimist thinks not. A few 
days ago I reread mi amazing volume 
entitled Words To The Deaf By Fcr- 
roro, eminent historian of Rome. In 
It he wrote, “There have been epochs 
more uncouth, poorer, and more igno¬ 
rant than our own, hut they knew 
wlmt they wanted." 

“What do we want?" lie asked and 
then went oil to say."That is the es¬ 
sential question. Every man and 
every epoch should keep this question 
constantly before them, just as a 
lamp is kept hurtling day and night 
in dark places." 

Ferrero Is right. This is the essen¬ 
tial question. Ta know what we want 
and need mid to want what we need 
are the beginnings of statesmanship. 

T lietievn that w.* «Iti know some of 


the Ideals on which our nation wus 
founded, namely, the right to cum 
an honest and sufficient living. 

Senator Copeland’s committee lilts 
shown that the cost of crime in the 
Cnlted States Is almost thirteen bil¬ 
lion dollars annually. Tills Is a stu- 
Itendons figure. The surest method of 
meeting crime Is not less hut more 
education and better and more tlioro- 
!y socialized schools. 

The youth of today must prepare 
for life In a world of intricate econo¬ 
mic forces. These forces will over¬ 
whelm him if he does not understand 
them. He needs knowledge and power 
to think ills way thru. 

Life everywhere today is subject 
to international influences. To under¬ 
stand these Influences, to Interpret 
them intelligently, requires a better 
education of more people. The wis¬ 
dom of America's foreign policy can 
la- improved only insofar as the peo¬ 
ple as a whole understand anil ap¬ 
prove sueli improvement. 

How much education does youth 
iii-ed? All we can give them will lie 
too little. IIow much should the 
schools offer? Tlie very utmost their 
resources make possible. 

The welfare of the state springs 
out of the character and the informed 
ptirposes of the private citizen. 

Another related count in the indict¬ 
ment of our presentday declaration 
must he against our failure in a ma¬

A MINIMUM PROGRAM 

Education is ft primary function of 
the state anil was recognized as such 
by the founders of our country. Tills 
principle Is the foundation of our 
democratic ideals and Institutions. 
For the effective realization of the 
objectives of public education, for the 
preservation of our American stan¬ 
dards of freedom thru equality of in¬ 
dividual opisirtunity the national De¬ 
partment of Superintendence endor¬ 
ses the following resolution: 

We urge for the schools of the sev¬ 
eral states a minimum educational 
program which shall include: 

1. A full day's schooling for ttfull 
term of iso days for all children be¬ 
tween the ages of 5 and is in a well- 
equipped modern school building. 

2. A complete program of education 
for every child including: 

| ii. Well organized elementary grade 
instruction beginning with the kiu- 
1 dergarten. 

b. Secondary education broad 
! enough to satisfy the educational 
needs of pupils of varying typs and 
interests. 

e. Continuation schools for children 
who, because of circumstances beyond 
their control, are compelled to seek 
employment. 

d. Special training for both gifted 
and handicapped children. 

e. Adequate health service for all 
children.

Also many hoys 
will carelessly set out tires by leav¬ 
ing camp Arcs iiiicxtlnguished. ('arc 
less use of matches and discarded 
cigarette stubs, title who commits 
such acts is not a student of nature 
hut rather a destroyer of its beauty. 
While enjoying the beauty of nature 
always look forward to preserving it 
for others to enjoy. And while pre¬ 
serving and conserving the works of 
nature, keep on the lookout for things 
you ciin do to help nature improve 
herself hy triniminy trees, cutting out 
brush that might cause a serious tire 
or hy killing some eiiemi of lienelicial 
birds, plants or animals. When you

Prince Serge Mdivani 
Killed by Polo Pony 

piUNCE SERGE MDIVANI, one of 
* the more or less famous brothers 
from the Russian province of Georgia 
who have married so many American 
heiresses and movie actresses, was 
killed by the kick of a polo pony at 
I'elrny Reach, Fin., during a game with 
Cecil Smith’s Texan team. Only five 
weeks before the prince became the 
husband of Louise Astor Van Alen, 
and she and her mother witnessed the 
fatal accident. Serge was divorced by 
Poln Negri and Mary McCormlc, and 
then married Miss Van Alen, who hnd 
divorced his brother Alexis.

Hitler reviewing his forces in the re- 
occupied territory and receiving the 
loud plaudits of the inhabitants for re- 
atorlng their military sovereignty. 

That In a nutshell was the perilous 
situation In Europe ns the representa¬ 
tives of the Locarno nations and the 
council of the league assembled In 
London to consider what to do next. 
Foreign Minister Pierre-Etlenne Flan- 
din of France was there with the full 
support of Premier Sarraut for his de¬ 
mands that Immediate action be taken 
to bring Hitler to time. 

The Franeo-Bussian treaty came up 
In the French senate and was ratified 
by a huge majority. It Is this pact 
that Hitler gave as his excuse for re¬ 
militarizing the Rhineland, asserting 
that It was a violation of the Locarno 
treaty, being aimed at Germany. It 
Is the final link in the ’’iron ring” 
around the relch. 

Great Britain. France, Belgium and 
Italy, signers of the Locarno treaty, 
agreed that Germany had violated that 
pact and the Versailles treaty and re¬ 
ferred the matter to the council of the 
league. But Britain, still striving to 
find the peaceful way out of the row, 
was averse to the immediate imposi¬ 
tion of sanctions, and naturally Italy, 
herself suffering from that form of 
punishment, felt the same way. For¬ 
eign Secretary Eden of England con¬ 
tinued his efforts to persuade Hitler to 
withdraw the troops from the Rhine¬ 
land pending discussions, and urged 
upon Flandin the advisability of con¬ 
sidering the Gorman chancellor's pro¬ 
posals for a 25-year peace pact. 

Co-operating with the British for 
peace, the league council invited Hit¬ 
ler to send a representative to Its 
meeting. His reply was considered 
"unsatisfactory” by the British and 
enraged the French. He said. In ef¬ 
fect, that he would send a represent¬ 
ative to the council's deliberations only 
on condition that the other powers 
meet it there on a basis of full equal¬ 
ity and promptly consider new treaty 
negotiations to replace the Locarno 
pact 

French Premier Sarraut and his 
cabinet, according to otlicials in Paris, 
at once Instructed Flandin to tight to 
th-> bitter end for the punishment of 
Germany, deciding that it would be 
better to take such a stand, even If 
It "wrecks the league," rather than 
bargain away "the nation's Just right" 
by accepting Hitler's proposals for a 
new Locarno. Sarraut was reported 
to be r- inly even to quit the league, 
taking I ranees allies with him, If the 
council did not accede to his demands. 

Germany's 'army day" celebration 
was much quieter in the Rhineland 
than had been planned, owing to the 
tense situation. Troops at Frankfort 
were inspected by War Minister Werner 
von Blomberg and there was a speech 
by Hitler; but the military parades and 
other features were canceled. Else¬ 
where In the relch the day was duly 
observed, but the feeling of anxiety 
was general and unconcealed. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung, which like 
all German newspapers Is under close 
government supervision, published a 
warning that Germany may repudiate 
her foreign debts if she Is penalized 
for the rearmament of the Rhineland.
